President Truman Will Not Act to Prevent Steel Strike 
Saturday Is 
Deadline for 
Peace Terms 


Unions Stand Firm 
In Pension Demands

Washington, Sept. 20— (AP) — 


Word from the White House that 
President Truman has no plan in 
mind for again averting a steel 
strike put the problem definitely 
up to labor-management negotia- 
tors today. 


A. top presidential aide said 


privately that Truman is convinc- 
ed there will be a steelmaking 
stoppage at 
midnight 
Saturday 


unless the industry and CIO Steel- 
workers union reach an agreement 
by then. 


That seemed to rule out any 


new administration request for a 
truce. Twice before the president 
has succeeded in averting an in- 
dustry-wide steel strike by per- 
sonal intervention. 


Want Welfare Plan 


Also Philip Murray, head of the 


CIO and the million-member Steel- 
workers union, said the men will 
strike Saturday unless the indus- 
try agrees to a company-financed 
welfare plan. 


These developments came 
as 


government conciliators 
pushed 


their efforts to break the steel la- 
bor stalemate before the deadline. 


Cyrus S. Clung, director of the 


federal mediation and conciliation 
service, hinted that he may have 
a peace plan or two to toss at 
the hotly-arguing steel firms and 
union. 


Ching told reporters he will 


have a 'lot of suggestions to make" 
as the pension-insurance 
issues 


get boiled down in the talks. He 
called both sides in again today. 


Murray lieutenants were check- 


ing reports that Ford had offered 
the CIO United Auto Workers an 
employer-paid pension plan costing 
eight cents an hour per worker. 
They hoped to use it as an argu- 
ment with steel firms. 


The steel industry has balked at

Ford Motor

Detroit, Sept. 20—(API—Faced 


with a strike deadline, the Ford 
Motor Co., was reported today at- 
tempting to reach a settlement 
with the CIO United Auto Work- 
ers with a tentative offer of a 
company-financed pension plan. 


The union served notice on the 


motor company yesterday a strike 
would become effective Sept. 29 
if its pension, health and welfare 
and wage demands were not met. 


The union maneuver dampened 


but failed to dispel hopes of a 
peaceful 
settlement 
without 
a 


strike by Ford's 115,000 produc- 
tion workers. 


Top negotiators of the company 


and the union called for renewal 
of bargaining talks at 9:30 a. m. 
today. Both John S. Bugas, Ford 
vice-president, and Walter Reuth- 
er. 
UAW 
chief, 
acknowledged 


some progress had been made since 
negotiations began June 2. 


Union sources said Ford had 


made a tentative offer of company- 
financed pensions equivalent to 
eight cents an hour. The proposal 
these sources said, would provide 
pensions of about S50 a month for 
workers reaching the age of 65, 
exclusive of social security bene- 
fits. 


Company 
spokesmen 
declined 


comment. 
The offer as reported 


by union sources would be sub- 
stantially in line with the recom- 
mendations of the steel fact-fining 
panel.

The American people have shown that they like our low-price policy by coming 
to our stores to do their shopping. If A&P is big, it is because the American 
people, by their patronage, have made it big. 
Obviously, it is the theory of the anti-trust lawyers that the people have no right 
to patronize a company, if their patronage will make that company grow; and 
that any big business must be destroyed simply because it is big, and even if the 
public gets hurt in the process. 


Do You Want Higher Prices? 


There is much more involved in this case than the future of A&P. The entire 
American system of efficient, low-cost, low-profit distribution which we pioneered, 
will face destruction and the public will suffer. 
A&P was the first chain store in this country. For more than ninety years we have 
tried to build a sound business on the simple formula the founder gave us: 
"Give the people the most good food you can for their money." Year after year 
we have tried to do a better job, make our business more efficient, and pass the 
savings on to the consumer in the form of lower prices. 


Our efforts along these lines have led other grocers to keep their costs and 
profits down. 


In the old days before A&P, food that cost the grocer 50p, often sold as high 
as $1.00 at retail. 
Today, food that costs the grocer 50c generally sells to the public at less than 60d. 


The methods we pioneered have been adopted not only by other grocers, but 
by merchants in other lines. There are today literally hundreds of chain stores, 
voluntary groups and individual merchants operating with the same methods 
and in the same pattern here under attack. 


If the anti-trust lawyers succeed in destroying A&P, the way will be clear for 
the destruction of every other efficient large-scale distributor. 


Who Will Be Hurt? 


There has never been any question in our mind that it is good business and 
good_citizenship to sell good food as cheaply_as possible. As Fortune Magazine 
said about A&P some time ago, "It is firmly attached to the one great principle —- 
the selling of more for less — that has made the desert bloom and the nation 
wax great." 


We sincerely believe that we have helped the American people eat better and 
live better. 


We believe that the hundreds of thousands of farmers and manufacturers who 
have voluntarily sought our business have profited by our fast, low-cost distribu- 
tion of their products. 


We know that our 110,000 loyal employees enjoy today, as they always have, 
the highest wages, shortest hours and best working conditions generally prevail- 
ing in the retail food industry; and that these men and women have found in 
A&P good opportunities for security and progress. 


We know that thousands of businessmen — the landlords who rent us our 
stores, the haulers who operate our trucks, the people who supply us with goods 
and services — have a big stake in our operations. 


Obviously, all these people will suffer if this company is put out of business. 


What Shall We Do? 


We admit that the interests of the owners of A&P are of little importance. 


Frankly, they could'make an enormous amount of money by breaking up A&P, 
as the anti-trust lawyers wish, and selling off the parts. 


But is this what the American people want? Do they agree with the anti-trust 
lawyers that our food prices are too low, and that we should be put out of the 
picture so other grocers can charge more? 


Frankly, if this were the case, we would not want to continue in business. 


But we seriously doubt that this is the case. Twelve years ago, an effort was 
made to tax this company and other chain stores out of business. The public 
Tallied to our support. They said they liked our quality foods and our low prices. 
As a result of their opposition, the tax was defeated. 


Now we are faced with this new attack through the courts. We are faced with 
the heavy costs and all the trouble that lawsuits involve. 


But we believe this attack is a threat to millions of consumers who rely on us 
for quality foods at low prices; to farmers who rely on us for fast, low-cost distri- 
bution of their products; and to our loyal employees. 


We feel that it is our responsibility to all these people to defend, by every 
legitimate means, this company and the low-price policy on which it was built.

jects already on schedule for de- 
bate. 


A r g u m e n t s , speeches, deals, 


votes and decisions are expected to 
keep the delegates here for nearly 
three months, although U. N. of- 
ficials set Nov. 30 hopefully as the 
date they should finish. 


The diplomatic cheer grew out 


of a statement by Andrey Vishm- 
sky, foreign minister of Soviet 
Russia, who said the assembly 
could solve its important problems 
with cooperation He's said that 
before, however, and western dele- 
gates were waiting to get a look 
at the Soviet-stvle cooperation.

The answers touch deep issues. Tito is, after all, de- 


voted unashamedly to the same sort of totalitarian principles 
Df government that we consider so harmful as practiced by 
the Soviet Union. 
It would be hard to justify drawing Tito into the West s 


political orbit when we and the other western nations refuse 
to have anything to do with Franco" Spain, a totalitarian 
regime which at least is opposed ideologically to commu- 
nism. Particularly when there is probably more strategic 
value—from the military standpoint—in a link with Spain. 


There seems to be little hope of fumigating either 


Franco or Tito to make them fit company for the democ- 
racies. But if we can believe the more careful congressmen 
who toured Europe in 1947 Tito is the greater devil. For 
these observers said that his and other Communist regimes 
were definitely more repressive than the type found in Spain 
and Portugal. 


Most likely the American people would not stomach any 


close relationship with Tito unless they found themselves 
on the edge of war with Russia and could see him as a stub- 
born roadblock in the path of a Soviet sweep across Europe. 


If that time ever came, Americans might decide Winston 


Churchill was right. Churchill said during World War II 
that he would "pack with the devil" to save his country. Not 
a very idealistic notion, but very practical.

was quoted in one of your recent 
issues as comparing the costs of 
the land fill method of garbage 
disposal with the cost of an in- 
cinerator. 
He stated that in ten 


years the land fill method on the 
basis of present operating costs 
would amount to ten times the cost 
of an incinerator. 


The statements of Commissioner 


Lindquist as to relative costs of 
these two methods are not com- 
plete — they do not begin to tell 
the whole story. 
Commissioner 


Lindquist does not disclose that 
it \vill cost a substantial sum each 
year to maintain and operate the 
incinerator. 
He does not tell us 


that after the first few years the 
cost of the incinerator method will 
increase for repairs and replace- 
ments.
